~ When a “Jewish Forum” of the 
World Jewish Congress (British Sec- 
tion) discussed last week “How far 
can Jews in East and West co-operate 
in a divided world,” it soon became 
apparent that the speakers, as, indeed, 
the audience who crowded the Council 
Room of the. West London Syna- 
gogue, were themselves divided. 
Despite the efforts of the Chairman, 


Mr. Jacob Halevy, to steer the debate 


off “cold war” and the ideological 
conflict between Commurlism and 
capitalism, both intruded themselves 
into the sometimes heated. discussion, 
particularly owing to the contribution 
of Professor Hyman Levy. He, 
together with Mr. Emanuel Litvinoff

Mosley’s Union Movement appears 
to have received new financial back- 
ing. Its monthly journal, “ Action,” 
which is believed to have had mone- 
tary troubles recently, ‘intends to 
publish fortnightly from the begin- 
ning of next modth. 

No indication is given of its new 
financial source in the latest issue 
which, however, contains what 
appears. to be a policy statement on 
the. attitude of the movement towards 
the Jews, 

It says: “We stand on ‘clear-cut 
principles which are equally opposed 
to the crackpot who wants to perse- 
cute all Jews and to the craven who 
treats all Jews as beyond criticism 
because he fears the financial power 
of some Jews, 
are: 

“We attack no man for what he is 
born, only for what he does ; we are 
therefore not antisemites who believe 
Jews are bound to do wrong because 
they are born Jews: we establish a 
system which brings to an end the 
power of international finance and 
also terminates the internal. corrup- 
tion of the financial power: these 


laws of the system will apply equally 
Those who do. 


to Jew and Gentile. 
not obey the law will go to gaol or 
leave the country... . No Jew should 
complain of this unless he means to 
break the law , . . And no’antisemite 
should complain because to the extent 
his view is true this policy will solve 
his problem.”

/ The Institute of Jewish Studies (for- 
imerly at Manchester) has been given 
fresh impetus by its transfer to 
London,where the academic facilities 
of London University have been 
made available to it. 3 | 
This was affirmed at the annual 
meeting of the Institute, which was 
held at University College, London, 
on Monday. 
Official links were established 
last year with University College, 
London, and with the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, stated the annual report. 
University College now accommo- 
dates the Institute within its precincts, 
and Sir Ifor Evans, the Provost of the 
College, is said to be following its 
development with keen interest. — 
The Institute's request to the 
Hebrew University for official recog- 
nition was granted and two Profes- 
sors of the University were appointed - 
to the Academic Advisory Board. 
This is the first time the University 
has recognised a research institute 
outside Israel]. Professor 
of the Hebrew Unfversity, is expected 
here next month to take up a visiting 
research fellowship at the Institute. 
In the international. academic field, 
said the report, the Institute’s posi- 
tion is now firmly established. Its 
Director of Research, Mr. J. G. 
Weiss, was. invited to deliver a guest 
lecture at the Hebrew University in 
January, 1960, and he: also repre- 
sented. the Institute at 
International Congress of the History 
of Religion last September. The 
Institute has also received an ‘invita- 
tion from the Hebrew University to 
participate in the third International 
Congress of Jewish Studies.in Jeru- 
salem next July.

An unwholesome aspect of present- 
day Germany, which is _ vitiating 
endeavours to purge the soul of the 
German people, is the egregious gulf 
between the country’s intelligentsia, 
particularly the writers, and the 
man-in-the-street, A searching 
analysis of this crucial problem is 
conducted by Theodore Frankel in 
an article in Commentary entitled : 
“German Fiction and the Quest for 
Purification.” 

The writer asks why the German 
novel, since 1945, has “run up a 
succession of honourable failures,” 
and adduces the basic reason that 
there is a fundamental cleavage of 
outlook between the writer and his 
public. “Whether they are on the 
right . .. or to the left . , German 
intellectuals have in common a sense 
of estrangement from their society 
which amounts to outright 
revulsion and a desire to contract 
out.” After Hitler’s defeat and the 
ensuing misery and hunger, the time 
seemed ripe for a great “cleansing” 


‘of the sins of Nazism and a national 


atonement which would lead to the 
spiritual rebirth of Germany. But 
the idea failed because the German 
people “found it more natural -to 
repress their past than to atone for 
it, and the politicians and industria- 
lists made their comeback to power 
with rapidity forcefulness 


which pushed to the sidelines the’ 


floundering intellectuals their 
ideals.” | 
“For German intellectuals the 


Wirtschaftswunder, the miracle of 
Germany’s post-war economic resur- 
gence, was an abomination, because 
they felt it had deprived the German 


people of deserved punishment and 


the chance of a 


Saving penance. 
Their attempts, 


in literary form, to 


--induce a spiritual regeneration among. 


the German people, were therefore 
unavailing. 

The intellectuals found themselves 
up against. the “ignoble, nation-wide 
consent to sweep the past under the 


rug, to kill it with silence, or to. make. 


respectable by white-washing.” 
Commenting on this attitude Mr: 
Frankel pointedly observes :.“ 


“it spoils the future: . 
[the German people] in folly “of 


suppressing or perverting the memory 


past commit the folly of 
restimating 


of their 
their weaknesses. 
above _ all 
potential for destruction and self 
destruction Perhaps, as the 
Germans say, this~ generation’ is too 
close to the past. to accomplish the 
liberating work of self-knowledge. 
It may well take a whole generation 
lost in the desert of confusion and 
compulsion .to overcome a trauma 
such. as. the German people have 
suffered. 


* * * 

Another aspect of the German 
scene is touched upon by D. Wallace 
Bell, writing in Common Ground, the 
organ of the Council of Christians 
and Jews. Mr. Bell: summing up his 
impressions of a Christian- Jewish

Community’s dependence 
on relief

The Chinese People’s Government's 
“friendly and sympathetic attitude ” 
to the charitable work undertaken by 
the Council of the Shanghai Jewish 
community is acknowledged by the 
Council in its annual report for the 
year ending June 30 ‘last, which has 


just been issued. 


Cash relief for the 58 Jews in 
Shanghai registered with the Council 
totalled about $14,000, and medical 
expenses for ailing persons nearly 
$1,950. .

With the assistance of 
the local authorities, 2,830 graves 
were transferred. from the former 
Jewish, cemeteries within. the city 
limits to the new Jewish cemetery 
in the Chi-an public cemetery Out- 
side .

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HEROIC RABBI

O world ae Rabbi Joseph 

Isaac Schneerson = (whose 

eleventh yahrzeit falls today) 
was a stalwart champion of Torah- 
true values; to legions of indivi- 
duals in all walks of life, he was 
patriarch, sage, and wise counsel- 
lor; to the world-wide Chabad 
community he was a . revered 
figure whose word was sacred and 
whose wish was a command. 

He was born in Lubavitch, 
the Smolensk district of Russia, in 
1880, the son of Rabbi Sholom 
Dovber Schneerson, who initiated 
his son into his work for Klal 
Yisrael at the agg of 15 by appoint- 
ing himy persor.\ Secretary. The 
Lubavitcher Rebbes were fearless 
and self-sacrificing in the cause of 
their brethren labouring under the 
exactions of Tsarist rule, and often 
made representations to the authort- 
ties at the highest level. An early

‘Bitter Shabbat 


Rabbi Jose Isaac travelled to 
St. Petersburg to confer on the 
situation with prominent Jews in 
the neighbourhood.

tov, head of the Orthodox Russian _ 
Synod, to intervene on the com- 


munity’s . behalf. Pobtedanastov 
finally. agreed to meet a Jewish 
spokesman on a Friday night, and 
because. his residence was not 
within . walking distance of St.
